SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Cum from Behind Winners is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication consists mostly of two photo stories, each explicitly depicting a woman 
and a man in sexual activity. The magazine degrades and dehumanises the women to 
a limited extent and degree. The degrading and dehumanising effect occurs 
principally through the magazine focusing on the women's roles as sexually servicing 
the men and placing some focus on their body parts. However, this degrading and 
dehumanising effect does not form the dominant effect of the publication, which is the 
explicit display of sexual activity. The nature of the publication means that it can easily 
be accessed and widely distributed. It is intended for sexual arousal and 
entertainment. The classification decision was reached .in view of these factors, and 
after taking into account the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
